Kemal Stands on Demand 
for European Lands.

SMYRNA, Sept. 23, via Saloniki.— 
Mustapha Kemal Pasha has not 
changed his decision to insist on the 
restoration of Turkish power in Eu- 
rope despite the hasty preparations of 
the British for the defense of Constan- 
tinople and the Dardanelles. 

The main body of Kemalist troops 
who defeated the Greek army is h- 
ing northward to make liaison with the 
northern army at the line of demarka- 
tion of the neutral zones. His only 
terms are immediate evacuation by the 
allies of Constantinople and the neutral 
zone. 

Turkish officers who left Sinyrna to- 
day laughingly told American naval of- 
ficers that they would see them in Con- 
stantinople in ten days. Kemal is re- 
maining in Sinyrne a few days longer 
before proceeding to the north front. 
He was in conJerence with Fvthi Bey 
on Friday. He still holds out hope of 
a parley with the allies immediately, 
but will not cease concentrations while 
awaiting allied action. 

Smyrna Still Smoldering. 

Smyrna ia still smoldering after the 
fire started a week ago. Smoke from 
the Gary Tobacco company’s ware- 
house in the center of town is a land- 
mark miles out to sea. 

The refugee situation is being some- 
what eased. Several thousand have 
been evacuated in the last week, and 
it is hoped to send 15,000 out in the 
next twenty-four hours. The first 
bread ration was given out today. Un- 
til now raw barley was the only avail- 
able food. 

The U. 8. 8. Litchfield arrived this 
morning and brought fifty tons of food- 
stuffs. Near east relief workers char- 
tered a vessel for transporting flour.

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With the seizure of more than $200.- 
000 in counterfeit federal resenve bank 
notes and arrest of one man late yes- 
terday in a house on the west side, 
Capt. Thomas I. Porter, chief of the 
secret service in Chicago, announced 
that he had uncovered the “ biggest 
counterfeiting operations” in his thir- 
ty-seven years in the federal service. 

With the bogus money, which was 
so nearly undetectible that since July 
1 last it has passed inspection of bank 
officials, the secret service men seized 
a complete counterfeiting outfit— 
presses, such as are used in the treas- 
_ury department, and several thousand 
'negatives and plates. , 


Bigger Seizure Impends. 

Capt. Porter stated that he expects 
to seize in the next twenty-four hours 
at least $300,000 more of the counter- 
feit notes and added that the total 
may be considerably more than half 
a million dollars.

STATES ADVISED 
OF U. S, POLICIES 
REGARDING FUEL 


Limitation of Federal Act 


Explained. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. C., Sept. 23-—([Spe- 
cilal.}—C. E. Spens of Chicago, federal 
distributor, in a telegram to governors 


and state fuel administrators, outlined | 


the policy he will follow in administer- 
ing the federal fuel distribution and 
price control law, and appealed for 
early advices as to the situation in 
each state and the measures taken or 
contemplated to meet the emergency. 

Mr. Spens made it clear that the 
federal government could exert its in- 
fluence on distribution and restrain ex- 
tortion only as far as concerns coal 
moving in interstate commerce. 

Announcement also was made of the 
organization of the federal fuel distri- 
butor. 

Mr. Spens Outlines Policy. 


Mr. Spens’ telegram to the governors | 


and state fuel administrators follows: 

“Th@ federal act signed yesterday 
by the President provides that it shall 
be the duty of the federal] fuel dis 
tributor, among other things, to ascer- 
tain in which parts of the United 
States there shall be a shortage of coal 
and the extent of such shortage; the 
fields of production and principal mar- 
kets to which such production is to 
be transported-.and distributed; the 
prices normally and usually charged 
for such coal and whether current 
prices considering the costs of produc- 
tion and distribution are just and rea- 
sonable; the nature and location ofton- 
sumers, and what persons, regions, or 
community should receive priority in 
transportation apd distribution, and 
the degree thereof. 

“The federal government can exert 
its influence on distribution and re- 
strain extortion only so far as con- 
cerns coal that may be transported

John H. Lyle’s 
charges of price fixing among coal 
dealers, Russell J. Poole, secretary of 
the council living costs committee, 
yesterday offered a $100 reward for 
a report form which, he charged, is 
now being used by retailers in the 
“making” of uniform prices in Chi- 
cago. 

Mr. Poole exhibited a half of a form 
mailed out weekly by the retail coal 
bureau in former years to members of 
the Chicago Coal Merchants’ asocia- 
tion, according to information which, 
he asserted, was given him by “a 
millionaire coal dealer.” 

“T am offering this reward in the 
belief that the form will materially 
bolster up the case against coal deal- 
ers, which is now in the state's attor- 
ney’s hands,’’ Mr. Poole said. “I will 
pay the $100 either for the new form 
which I understand is being used, or 
for the other half of the old form, 
which is very similar to the one now 
béing used.” 

“The association claims that the coal 
bureau went out of existence in 1921, 
but I am informed that an organization 
has taken its place and is carrying on 
its work. 


Urges Public to Hold Back. 


“The scheme is simple. Coal deal- 
ers fill out the form weekly, designat- 
ing their firm by number, known only 
to the secretary of the central organi- 
gation. If they are charging too little 
they are called on the telephone and 
told to raise their prices in conformity 
with that of other dealers or face a 
shutoff in their supply by the mine 
owners, who are in combination with 
the association.”

Say Fugitive Killed 
T heir Father. 


Read by the prosecutor for the 
crown in a crowded Italian courtroom, 
the testimony of a murdered man’s 
children, heard yesterday in Chicago 
in the quiet chambers of Chief Justice 
McKinley, may close the prison gates 
for life on Tony Caponnigro, who is 
awaiting trial in a jail in Italy, or it 
may mean his exoneration on a charge 
of murdering Fiore Stabile in Chicago 
in April, 1921. 

Under the terms of the treaty be- 
tween this country and Italy, an 
ItaNan citizen taking refuge in flight to 
his native land cannot be extradited, 
but his own courts will apprehend him 
and try him for the crime committed 
in the country from which he fled.

They say Amerieang have done a shabby thing, 
a soulless thing, They pulled out of Burope and 
left it flat in its troubles. Uncle Sam is the great | 
criminal of the universe; they say, They say he 
is a money* grubber ‘with a case hard@ned soul 
which cannot be touched by the appeal of hu- 
manity. Frequently ‘these »vaporings, although 
they madden sane Ameéricans, get only an irritated 

counterblast of denial, whereas probably they 
ought to be answered occasionally by an assertive 
review of American acts.

POWER IN THE WASTE 
PLACES. 


In congress the house of representatives is the 
voice of representative government. Its member- 


| ship is determined, or supposed to be, by population. 
‘It is elected every two years and supposed, there- 


fore, to be responsible and responsive. The house 
of representatives does hot, legislate. It has be- 
dome less than a debating society. It is a body con- 
trolled by a few men who deliver it to whatever 
the senate decides. Money bills must originate 
with it, but even they get their fina! shape in the 
senate. 


The senate is designedly a check against too 
much deniocracy. It ig not astonishing that our 
experimental forefathers thought of checks. This 
senatorial check was based on statg sovereignty. 
Rhode Isiand entered the first senate with as much 
dignity as New York, Delaware with as much 
power ag Pennsylvania or Massachusetts, but the 
contrasts then were not what they afe now. 

In any attempt at an eduipoise between two 
legislative or administrative bodies the power nat- 
urally tends to leave the one which is larger numer 
ically and settle in the one which is smaller. The 
larger body tends towards discussion. The smaller 
takes to action. . 

There is, furthermore, a drift towards limitation 
of franchise in thickly settled areas. There seems 
to be a fear of democracy when masses become 
great in one locality. There are evidences of that 
in the imitation of the representation of New York 
City in the state legislature and in the proposed 
restriction of Chicago. There is also the proposed 
restriction of Cook county on the state supreme 
bench. The recent change in the state constitution 
to be submitted in December limits Cook county to 
two judges on a bench of nine. 

The gradual concentration of power in the United 
States senate has actually transferred power from 
the thickly settled portions of the country to the 
eparsely settled. Frequently it is easier for a man 
to retain power and, hence, continuance in office 
in a emall state than in a large one. Organization 
control ig more easily maintained in the small 
state. Seniority in the senate thus is attained by 
the small state man and in. the senate tradition of 
organizatign he goes to the head of committees.

A,man handling molten iron in any 
sort of a foundry labors in a hot at- 
mosphere and sweats a lot. Now, let us 
see what the physiology is. He pours 
out sweat because the heat of the air 
dilates the small blood vessels of his 
skin. The evaporation of the sweat holds 
his bedy temperature near 98, in spite 
of the heat of the air. 

To supply the sweat, he needs water 
and a little palt. Since he is in air that 
is hotter than he is, he needs no fuel 
to keep up body heat. Furthermore, his 
comfort demands that his heat register- 
ing apparatus in his skin and in his 
central nervous system be shielded as 
much as possible, Since he must pass 
a large quantity of fluid through his 
stomach, the fluid must not irritate the 
stomach by being hot or cold, or other- 
wise irritating. 

Water that is neither hot nor very cold 
just exactly fills these igdications. Ice 
water feels cold in the mouth, but in 


' the stomach it first contracts and then 


dilates the blood vessels. Dilated blood 
vessels mean increased thirst. Hot 
water sends blood to the skin and in- 
creases the sensation of heat.

What does beer do? 

It increases thirst. The fellow who 
drinks a growler full will want another 
growler full in a short while. The alco- 
hol sends blood to the skin and heat 
centers, and increases the feeling of heat. 
Beer contains a moderate food content, 
and the food elements are there as prod- 
ucts not of the most wholesome kind.

It means 
the tying up of an industry for the 
purpose of enforcing «mands, and’ gen- 
erally the only way this can be sucbéss- 
fully accomplished is to forcibly prevent 
others from working and to create such 
a state of terfor and sabotage that peo- 
ple will cry out in anguish for relief:

Chicago public schools are in much 
worse shape today in supplying a seat 
‘to every pupil in a permanent, cleanly |

In that period every school board 
has come much nearer than the pres 
ent one in providing approved facili. | 
ties for the children. This board has, 
more children in make-shift accommo- | 
dations than any previous board in 
the score and two years. 


14,000 in Half Day Sessions. 


There are in excess of 14,000 pupils 
in half day sessions. They probably 
have more than 19,000 in the “tin 
cans.”” These are the portable rooms, 
with tin roofs and tin sides, with their 
reeZy floors in windy weather, and 
their hot interiors in warm. Then 
there are others attending the “relay 
so-called “double schools,” 
and still others on the “ extended day 
There are perhaps 20,000 


of 54,000 children who are being edu- 
cated on some expedient, rather than 
on the regular system. 

That estimate does not come from 
any school official or trustee. Their 
estimate is 40,000 or below. The exact 
figures should be available within a 
Week and it is confidently believed they 
will reach much closer to 54,000 than 
to 40,000. These figures are compar- 
able with 16,000 the year before Mayor 
Thompson was elected. 


Political Reaction Feared. 


These 40,000 to 54,000 pupils have 
parents who can vote and there is 
some evidence that the city adminis- | 
tration is afraid that the fathers and’ 
mothers of these children will remem- 
ber William Hale Thompson when he 
runs for office again. If they do, they 
can either elect or defeat him, pro- 
vided “they vote as a unit.

GRAND JURY’S REPORT 


The text of the grand jury report 
fobllows: 

“We the special grand jury of Wil- 
liamson county empalened to make 
an investigation of the crimes com- 
mitted in and about the strip mine 
near and in Herrin on Wednesday 
and Thursday, June 21 and 22, 1922, 
and heedful of the instructions given 
by your honor to make a thorough in- 
vestigation of the facts and circum- 
stances, with a view of fixing the re- 
sponsibility for the killing of some 
twenty-four persons and the wound- 
ing of many others, we beg to report 
that we have examined approximately 
300 witnesses and from their testimony 
learned these conditions: 

“About the middle of June of this 
year, after suspension of the coal in- 
dustry as the result of a strike of the 
United Mine Workers of America, the 
Southern Illinois Coal company decided 
to operate a strip mine owned by it and 
located about midway between Marion 
and Herrin. ‘ 

Minérs Made No Ob}j-ctions. 

“The miners’ union apparently raised 
no objections to the uncovering of the 
coal by the use of steamshovels, but 
when the company began to ship coal 
there was bitter resentment on the 
part of the union miners. 

“The coal company aggravated this 
resentment by employing armed guards 
and closing for the public use certain 
established highways traversing the 
mine property and treating as tres- 
passers citizens attempting to use the 
accustomed highway. 

“The flaunting of arms in a com- 


' munity devoted almost exclusively to 
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mining was conducive to strife; it was 

a challenge certain to be accepted, and 

for four or five days preceding the 

tragedy it was known by the author- 

ities that a conflict was inevitable. 
State Realized Danger. 

“The state administration undoubt- 
edly realized the acute situation by 
sending to Williamson county Col. 
Hunter of the adjutant general's staff. 
This representative of the state gov- 
ernment testified that he récognized 
upon his arrival in Marion the immi- 
mnence of a conflict and immediately 
asked the adjutant general to send 
state troops to protect the property 
and conserve the peace. 

“This request Col, Hunter renewed | 
several times before the actual] con- 
flict, and was invariably asked by the 
adjutant general of Illinois if the 
sheriff of Williamson county had asked 
for troops. The adjutant general de- 
nied his authority to order them into 
Williamson county except upon the 
sheriff's request, which, as your honor 
knows, is not the law. 

“ Meivin Thaxton, the sheriff of Wil- 
lameon county, is the holder of a card 
in the miners’ union and a candidate 
for county treasurer at the forthcom- 
ing election. 

Why Sheriff Hesitated. 

“Elther because of loyalty to the 
union or from fear of injuring his can- 
didacy the sheriff would make no de- 
mand for troops nor did he take ade- 
quate measures to preserve the peace. 

“From the evidence heard, the at- 
tack of June 21 upon the men em- 
ployed at the strip mine was the re- 
sult of a conspiracy which had several

“Sheriff Thaxton could not have 
been unaware of the development of 
this plan. 

“On Monday, June 19, State Senator 
W. A. Sneed, district president of the 
United Mine Workers of this district, 
received from John L. Lewis, president 
of the United Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica, a telegram, as follows: 

“*‘William Sneed, President, Sub- 
District 10, District 13, United Mine 
Workers of America, Herrin, IIL: 
Your wire 18th. Steam Shovel Men’s 
union was suspended from affiliation 
with American Federation of Labor 
some years ago. It was ordered sus- 
pended from the mining department of 
the A. F. of L. at the Atlantic City 
convention. 


Outlaw Members as Strikebreakers. 


“*We now find that this outlaw or- 
ganization is permitting its members 
to act as strikebreakers at numerous 
pits in Ohio. This organization is fur- 
nishing steam shovel engineers to 
work under armed guards under no 
agreement which exists by and be- 
tween this organization and the mining 
department or any branch of the 
A. F. of L. permitting them to work 
under such circumstances. 

“*We have through representatives 
officially taken this question up with 
the officers of the steam shovel men’s 
union and have failed to secure any 
satisfaction. 

“* Representatives of our organiza- 
tion are justified in treating this crowd 
as an outlaw organization and in view- 
ing its members in the same light as 
they do any other common astrike- 
breaker. Joun L. Lewis.’ 

“ A copy of this telegram was posted 
and read in various places. Following 
the publication of the telegram from 
President Lewis preparations for an 
attack upon the mine were made. The 
hardware stores in all the cities of 
Williamson county were searched for 
firearms. The weapons’ were either 
taken by force or upon a verbal assur- 
ance that the local would pay for them. 

“The men working at the strip mine 
were evidently ignorant of being strike- 
breakers. The men operating the 
steam shovels were affiliated with a 
union, even though unrecognized by 
the A. F. of L. 


Guards Driven to Cover. 


“The guards were told they were 
to protect the valuable machinery and 
did not awake to the rea] danger until 
noon time of June 21, when bullets be- 
gan to fly into the mine in such volume 
as to compel them to take refuge in 
the office, and later to seek safety 
under the steel railroad cars on the 
strip mine property. 

Supt. McDowell telephoned a num- 
ber of times to Col. Hunter for protec- 
tion and was invariably informed by 
the latter that the sheriff could not be 
found. Finally Col. Hunter suggested 
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|e flag of truce, which, while displayed 
by the mine defenders, caused n0 
abatement of the fire. 

“In the evening of June 21, upon 
the return to Marion of Sheriff Thax- 
ton, a conference was held between 
the sheriff, Col. Hunter, and officers of 
the miners’ union, at which it was 
stated that the officials of the coal com- 
pany were willing to discontinue the 
operation of the strip mine and the 
union officials were willing that the 
workmen employed therein should be 
permitted to depart in safety. The 
substance of this agreement was trans 
mitted over the telephone to Supt. Mc- 
Dowell at the strip mine. 


Firing Begins at Daybreak. 


The attacking party baving crept up 
under cover of darkness, they were 
suffifficiently close to permit of a par- 
ley and after a time a spokesman for 
the strip mine workers asked to speak 
to the leader. 

“ A long range conversation was held 
and it was agreed by a spokesman 
from the attacking party that safe 
conduct would be accorded the men if 
they laid down their arms and would 
march out with hands up. ° 
“This was done and from behind the 
earth embankments created by the 
steam shovel operators came a great 
number of armed men and more from 
the surrounding hills until the forty- 
geven surrendering men were sur- 
rounded by many hundreds of men, 
mostly armed. 

Brutal Killing of McDowell. 


“The captive men were marched 
down the road toward Herrin in double 
file. After they had marched about 
one mile, Supt. McDowell, being cripled 
and unable to keep up with the pro 
cession, was taken aside by mmbers of 
the mob and shot to death. 

The remainder of the captives were 
marched on the public road and were 
stopped at the power house of the 
Interurban railroad, about three miles 
for Herrin. Here a change !m leader- 
ship took place and the man who had 
guaranteed the safety of the men who 
had surrendered was deposed and an- 
other leader installed. 

“The new commander ordered the 
captive men to march into the woods 
adjacent to and around the power 
house. Here the new leader directed 
that only those in the crowd who had 
guns should follow into the woods and 
those who were unarmed’ should re- 
main without. 


When the Massacre Began. 


“The surrendered men were then 
marched some 200 yards back of the 
power house, to the vicinity of a 
barbed wire fence, where they were 
told they would be given a chance to 
run for their lives, under fire. 

“The firing began immediately, and 
thirteen of the forty-seven nonunion 
men were killed and most of the others 
severely wounded. 

“The mob pursuégd those who had es- 
caped, and two were hung to trees, 
six were tied together with a rope 
about their necks, and marched 
through the streets of Herrin to an ad- 


ves. 
the first day of the attack on 
ne two union miners were killed 
answering fire from the men 
the strip mine, and another so seri- 
injured as to die subsequently 


announced that they would lend no 
aid to the grand jury. 

“The grand jury has made no at- 
tempt to determine the equities be 
tween the operators and the miners in 
the strike controversy. It has had 
but the sole thought of bringing to 
the bar of justice the persons who corm- 
mitted the crimes which have brought 
such uniyersal criticism upon the peo- 


ple of Williamson county. 

“Without discrimination, we feel 
keenly the horror of the tragedy. We 
protest, however, against the intima- 
tion that all the people of Williamson 
county are lawiess and un-American. 
The development of the mining indus- 
try in Williamson county and the sur- 
rounding counties has tremendously 
increased the population within the 
last decade. 

Shame for Other Counties. 


“All of the adjoining counties con- 
tributed their quota of marauders, and 
the entire shame of the inhuman mur- 
ders should not rest upon Williamson 
county e. 

“It is the electorate of the coun- 
ty is responsible for those of its supine, 
weak and cowardly officials who per- 
mitted the disorders to grow from des- 
ultory rioting into a hideous massacre. 
Those evils can be corrected by the 
great majority of the population who 
believe in law and order asserting 
themselves and longer refusing to be 
intimidated by a disorderly minority. 

“The grand jury, while not denying 
the right of private property and its 
lawful uses, cannot help but feel that 
the Southern Illinois Coal company, of 
which L. J. Lester is president, while 
perhaps within its legal rights, was 
either woefully ignorant of the danger 
of its operations or blindly determined 
to risk strife and conflict if profits 
could be made. 

“It was foolhardy to attempt to 
operate a nonunion mine in the very 
heart of the miners’ union, in view of 
the existing conditions. “ 

How They Passed the Back. 

“The adjutant general’s office and 
the sheriff's office alternated in passing 
responsibility, with neither taking de. 
cisive action to prevent disorders and 
protect property. 

“The ease with which firearms were 
obtained causes the grand jury to be- 
lieve that legislation should be enacted

will cost proportionately less. 

In some counties concrete will be 
favored for such connecting roads, 
while in others where the soil furnishes 
a satisfactory foundation for gravel 
and where such surfacing can be ob- 
tained in the immediate vicinity, the 
less costly method will prevail. Each 
township is expected to decide which} 
material is the most desirable and the 
plan is to be submitted to the voters at 
the next general election. 

While the state construction pro- 
gram calls for approximately 4,900 
miles of concrete roads, it is safe to 
assume that an equal amount will be 
constructed by the various townships 
for laterals. As the mileage of the 
shard roads increases and the residents 
of the rural districts see their desira- 
bility, less difficulty is expected in se- 
curing a majority vote for improved 
road construction. The farmers of IIli- 
nois have balked in the past at any 
suggestion of hard roads if they jn-

Of course the situation described is unthinkable. 

And yet—a force quite as destructive as fire 
is wrecking thousands of homes in Chicago and 
depriving commerce and industry of millions of 
dollars’ worth of productive energy, chiefly because 
men and women continue to “‘hush the matter up” 
instead of organizing to eliminate it. 

Venereal disease is on the increase.

FOR EVENING UP 


~ LOWERS GRAINS

General evening up for over the 
week end and the less warlike news 
from abroad resulted in heavy selling 
of all grains with the close well 
toward the low point. 
with a net loss of 2% @2\c, while corn 


1% @i%c. Provisions were 
with packers buying lard and the finish 
was 5@25c higher with ribs 
10@62 kc. 

The best upturn in prices in a long 
time was Witnessed the week. A 
war scare coming at a time when senti- 
ment had been very bearish for several 
months resulted in an advance of 9%@ 
lit%ec on wheat, and 4@4\%c on corn from 
the low of the previous week, and while 
the bulge was not maintained, due to 
more peaceful reports, wheat gained 4@ 
Bic for the week. Corn was up %@1\%c, 
oats, %@2%c, and rye \ec lower to 1%ec 
higher for the week. A marked improve- 
ment in the export and domestic demand 
for lard caused a sharp upturn with 
closing trades at gains of 22%@55c, while 
ribs gained 10@60c. 

General selling by longs was on in 
wheat early with opening sales showing 
1@3%4c under the close of the previous 
day, with September leading. Stop loss 
orders were caught on the way down and 
it was not until December got under 
$1.05% that any material support was 
found. Bulk of the trading at the start 
in December was between $1.05% and 
$1.06, and the greater part of the day's 
business , was around these figures. 
Houses that were the leading sellers of 
the previous day were the best buyers on 
the break. 


Export Demand Quiet. 


Export demand was reported as quiet 
and the firmness in premiums at Winni- 
peg was due to buying to fill an old 
export sale. There was sufficient uneasi- 
mess over the near east situation to pre- 
Vent local traders from taking the bear 
side in an active manner. Milling de- 
mand here was the best in some weeks, 
Farmers continue to sell freely in the 
Canadian northwest. 

Corn and oats were affected by the 
action of wheat and ranged lower, clos- 
ing well toward the bottom. Trade was 
mainly of a local character. Country 
offerings to arrive were the smallest of 
the week, with premiums on spot corn 
about %c lower as compared with Sep- 
tember. Shipping demand fair. 

Trade in rye was largely of a local 
character, with longs liquidating early, 
while shorts were the best buyers. Action 
of other grains was the main influence. 
The two northwestern markets received 
196 cars. 

Provisions Skow Strength. 


A continued good cash demand was 
reflected in buying of nearby deliveries 
of lard by the leading packers, and with 
hogs strong, an advance was easily at- 
tained. Weakness in grains had little 
effect. Deliveries on September contracts 
were 50,000 Ibs. Packing of hogs at Chi- 
cago for the season to date aggregates 
3,502,000 against 3,283,000 last year.

Straightening the river would 
permit the opening of Dearborn, La Salle, Wells, and Franklin streets to Sixteenth street, ending in a plaza, from which Blackwell street, widened to 200 feet, Wentworth avenue, Clark and State 
streets would carry the traffic on south. All “through” passenger service now entering the Dearborn, La Salle, and Grand Central stations would be transferred to the’ Roosevelt road lake front 
station to be constructed under the tri-party lake front development agreement.

If there are stray hairs, noticeably 
heavy, between the @yes they should 
be tweezed ‘out, or. manently re 
moved by @lectrolysis, as they impart 
a sinister look to the face. The elec- 
trolysis is recommended as well for 
the bairs that have broken loose from 
the ranks and appear above or below 
or to the right and left of the regular 
column. If “done efffeiently, they 
should not return. No such guarantee 
can be given with the tweezers. 

If the eyebrows have grown shape- 
less, Anst of presenting a fine arch, 
and One is ambitious for just the cor- 
rect thing, I should recommend hav- 
ing the work of reshaping them done 
by a competent aid, and then utilizing 
some care in the maintenance of that 
improved line. - 

You would be tremgenfously su 
prised at/the improvement nicely 
trimmed brows make. And also what 
a minute’s brushing them at night 
with one of the tiny brushes dipped in 
vaseline, plain yellow or white, will 
do. You can train them into shape and 
if the growth fs scant there is no other 
way to increase it but by the regular 
applcation of vaseline nightly. Brush, 
of course, from the beginning of the 
hair arch outward. 

Now all the little girls and the big 
little girls who have been oresenting 
eyebrows of threadline texture would 
better apply this treatment dif they 
would get in the/fashion parade the 
coming season.

By Products Means : 

It is said authagitatively that the 
consumption of meat has fallen off 20 
per cent.in twenty years, or tiat was 
said a year ago or so. ‘In the meantime 
the big packing houses have done 
worlds to edugate the public in the 
use of the less expensive cuts, while 
through the work of highly trained 
chemists they have turned many a 
product which was formerly wasted 
into some expensive ‘medicine, into 
soap, into fertilizer, into-brushes and 
combs, etc. If they had not done this 
meats. today would cost no one can 
guess how much. 

At the same time the meat packers 
have established departments of home 
economics, and the cooks of these de- 
partments have developed recipes often 
working along with the chemists to 
the pe.fecting of methods of cooking 
meat. Anyone may write to these de- 

rtments and get recipes, charts, 
booklets on a special meat, etc. A 
bookiet on lamb distributed by one 
big firm after casual mention here was 
desired by a consideralie number of 
people. * 

University Bulletins Free. 

. Our state universities have many of 
them done fine work of meats. At the 
University of Illinois, Urbana, some 
highly exact work was done in de- 
termining the right temperatures to 
use in roasting beef. The two meet 
bulletins prepared by their agricul- 
tural experiment station have been no 
end influential. 1 have good reason to 
believe that a mention of them in yiis 
column started a most influential move 
ment Dy one of the largest of the pack- 
ing houses, 

The Illinois bulletin No. 158 issued in 
19 has sixty-four pages, with the 
title “ Relative Ecoromy, Composition, 
and Nutritive Value of the. Various 
Cuts of Beef,” and has some wonderful 
pictures which have been reproduced in 
one of the school textbooks on fodds, 
although you would--tHiever guess it 
uviess you read the preface. 1 think 
the information should have préfaced 
the pictures. The Illinois bulletin No. 
147, issued in 1910, with the title, 
“ Market Classes and Grades of Meat,” 
has 143 pages, and most informative 
pictures. 

The United States department of ag- 
riculture, Washington, D. C., has a 
great dcx of literature on meat topics 
and wili send out free thase whith 
have recipes and information useful 
to the housewife. 


How to Judge Meat. 


A little over twelve years ago at an 
international meeting. of stewards, 
women were urged to use cheaper cuts 
of meat than the ribs and the loin se 
universally called for, and it was point- 
ed out how the bride could tell old 
meat from young, cow's meat from 
steer’. The report of what a demon- 
strator said has this: 

“ Meat is like cloth. There is a dis- 
tinct difference in its texture. Old 
tough meat has a coarse look. Young 
tender meat of good quality has a fine 
grained appearance. A good judge of 
medt can look at a cut and say at once, 
‘Yes, that's a young steer with. a 
touch of breeding—Angus or shorth

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young meat from old by the bone. In 
young beef the blood runs into the 
bone and tints it pink. In old meat it 
doés*not. The bone shows hard and 
white and flinty. Then you can tell a

Wasting the Marrow. 

This information about the bené 
ought to help ahy cook if she will re 
member it. We may find recipes for’ 
grilling bones, but the main way of 


cooking a bone is to make soup of it, | 


although shortrib cookery is good. The 
ordinary home cook wastes the mar- 
row, although in fine kery this is 
made much of. This use forms quite 
a story in itself. The French cut ft in 


little lozenges, poach it, and use it/ 


to garnish a fine vegetable like celery 
cooked in meat stock.

“ Beyond the butt is the rump. This 
makes a good pot roast, and is a good 
piece of meat when it is thoroughly 
cooked. - There is one part of the flank 
lying between tissues, riiich you can 
use for a steak, and-a very good steak 
it makes, too. Nick it witha knife a 
little and cook it well, and you will} 
find it really a dainty morsel, delicate 
and tasty. In the club where we make 
a specialty of steaks, we split the fore 
shank and remove.the marrow, which 
we cook and serve on the side as a 
dressing for steaks. It makes a deli- 
ciour dressin,. 


Pleces for Pot Roast. 


Not-everyone would agree with this | 
steward about the rump being good | 
for a pot roast. Many butchers recom- | 
mend the heel of the round or what | 
some call “the «ye” for this purpose. | 
When the butcher buys only ‘the hind | 
quarter of beef, you must take ercher | 
one or the other of these pieces for a | 
pot roast, but there’are excellent rea | 
sons why the chuck is a better cut, and | 
on@ with which a young housewife will 
have better success. These other cuts 
are dyjer meat, and the ordizary cook 
uses t6o0 much fire with a pot rvast and 
so dries up the meat. If she uses a 
bed of seasoning vegetables with it she 
is lesS likely to spoil her meat, and 
she can see more plainly that she has. 
for if che vegetables are dried up or 
burned the meat is at+east half spoiled 
if not nine-tenths.

painted olive green, and the leaves are 
saffron pink. Deep turquoise green 
silk ghields are used on the lights. 
An interesting pair of candlesticks, 
which we saw on a hall table, was 
made entirely of glass. Two stems, 
with green leaves, intertwined from 
the base to a height of about eight 
inches, suddenly branch outwards at 
each side. On either of these branches 
there sits a gayly colored glass parrot 
with a candle holder on its head. 


Easy to make and pleasing in effect 
are two lamp shades which are used 
in the same bedroom. One of these 
has a foundation of white silk, shirred 
on to the wire frame. Applied to the 
silk, at intervals of about one and a 
half inches, are little ruffles of deep 
rose [almost red] lace about a half an 
inch wide. When the light is turned 
on, the silhouetted pattern of the lace 
appears to be black. The other shade 
has an underbody of rose colored silk, 
stretched tight and smooth. On to 
this, rose colored tulle, in double thick- 
neces, is gathered full. The tulle, be- 
ing cut about three inches wider than 
the shade, is left unedged, in, sort 
of ruffle, or ruche, at top and tom. 
A light, airy impression is produced. 


Beads, strung %n fine wires, so that 
they may be bent into ftarious shapes, 
are being put to use in many curious 
ways, Highly decorative bead flowers, 
arranged in a low glass bowl, on a 
little table, give an interesting note to 
a French bedroom. Some of these 
flowers are of strings of small pearls, 
twisted into loop shaped petals. Some 
are larger beads—crystal, amethyst, 
and amber, -vith lines of smaller beads 
running crosswards to fill in the loops.

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Hanging in the entrance hall of a 
well known New York decorator’s 
studio is a lantern which nearly every 


one admires and covets. Brass hoops, | 


one and a half inches wide, band the 
top and bottom, which are of the same 
diameter, about eight or nine inches. 
Between the hoops there are .aprights 
of clear glass, an inch wide; separated 


by narrow spaces. Winding in and/ 


out around the whole are tendrils of 
These mount and 
intertwine, above the lantern, into the 
point by which it is suspended. 


Unusual, indeed, is the pair of beds | 


illustrated here. Head and foot ends 
are upholstered in an excellent chintz. 
The small amount of wood which is left 
exposed is painted Wedgwood green, 
to match the background of the chintz, 
and edged with dull, rubbed gold, The 
pillow slips and bed covers, which fall 
over the sides in deep ruffles, are of 
the same chintz. Above the dressing 
table hangs an old fashioned mirror, 
divided into two parts, the upper being 
filed in with a French print, corre- 
sponding, in character, to the other 
prints in the room. The heavy plate 
glass of the table top frames a cover 
of chintz, matching that used on the 
bed. From this top, reaching to the 
floor, is a double ruffle, of changeable 
French blue and sage green taffeta.

While estimating the extent of the field for promising young soloists, of 
voice or instruments, the movies once again invite your kind attention. With- 
out advertising it particularly, they have developed into a large and constantly 
growing market, quite outside of the other market represented by their orches- 
tral players. They draw from the rosters of opera companies, even of the two 
major companiés of Chicago and New York, even preferably these to the lesser, 
wandering organizations. 

It was not always thus. Not so many years ago music of the movies con- 
sisted chiefly of a pianog always out of tune, and a brass throated warbler of 
populap ditties. In course of time some of the more far sighted of the screen 
impresarios began to raise their standards of music as well as those of the films. 
It worked. The public responded. A new field was opened, 

Now in the first class houses you can frequently witness a carefully staged 
and lighted scene from an opera, or an operetta scene in miniature, or a soloist 
of high degree sccompanied by a good orchestra, rather better usually than the 
same sort of thing in vaudeville, which used to prefer its claims to good music. 
It would seem to be attractive all around; the pay is good, the audiences large 
and appreciative, and the orchestral accompaniments better than can be found 
anywhere except by symphonic and high grade operatic organizations, 

That the financial returns are adequate is best evidenced by an example 
that came to attention a few weeks ago. Walter Pontius, tenor, took a vacation 
of one week this summer, the first he had had for eighty-one successive weeks. 
During that whole time he was in employment in Chicago in the cireuit of 
moving picture houses represented by the Chicago, Riviera, Central Park, and 
Tivoli theaters. When he had finished his seven days’ rest he went back to the 
same circuit, and is still there. 

He is not the only case of remunerative employment by any means. There 
have been plenty of others in Chicago and New York. All that is demanded is 
that the artist shall be able to register with the audiences. For the reverse 
side of the picture, there have been instances where singers came with all the 
glamour of grand opera, condescended to the audiences, did not please, and went 
back quickly.

Their lives are as stupid as yours and 
mine, and every one else’s—except the 
very few who domehow fly straight 
into the gumriofiiadventure. Every 
one knows that life is neither thrilling 
nor stimulating externally: that the 
spark is within, and that nine out of 
every ten million never let it kindle 
their lives into flame, only into a sort 
of comfortable fire for a family hearth. 

Mrs. Norris has written an abso- 
lutely true story about the nine mil- 
lion. She has done an extremely rare 
thing—she has made a dull life of ex- 
ternalities as interesting as most writ- 
ers make the seething eagernesses of 
the mind. Many have written of char- 
acters groping for the light through 


the dusty windows of a life that is dull 
and stupid. Mrs. Norris has written 
of characters who accept the dustiness 
as part of life. In all of the succes- 
sion of marrying and begetting there 
is but one really liltingly happy mar- 
riage, and even that is a serene union 
rather than.a glowing one, And yet 
—somehow—she doesn’t leave you with 
the feeling of scorn for her characters 
that they accept life that isn’t endura- 
ble. She leaves you, rather, with a 
sense of respect for them. 

One might write on for columns 
about it because it has no theme to be 
condensed in a paragraph, no hero to 
be done up in a sentence, no heroine 
to be sketched in a phrase. It ts sim- 
ply a panorama of life, done with utter 
sincerity, dull now and then, ag life is 
dull, but with a strange fascination 
about it. There isn’t one of us, no mat- 
ter how scornful we are of people en 
maase, who isn't intrigued with men 
and women individually, with the 
“story” of their lives. Mrs. Norris 
has written the “story” of each one 
of the lives in her book and, therefore, 
it is a strangely real book.

in Rare Setting 
at Institute 


By Eleanor Jewett. 


ARELY before has as unusual an 
exhibition opened the season of 
art as that which last Tuesday 
started the new year in the east 

galleries of the Art institute. A little 
of the more persona! history of this 
exhibit was told last Sunday, but no 
history, however autobiographical in 
character, could do justice to the real- 
ity of the present display. ®It does not 
seem to matter, face to face with the 
color and fascination of the exhibit, 
that the various parts of it are but 
tender shoots on the parental boughs 
of a growing Viennese organization, 
called the Wiener Werkstaette. 

Nor does it seem of vital importance 
that a young architect, Josef Hofmann, 
should have fathered the society, or 
that another Viennese artist, Joseph 
Urban, should hase .been the prime 
factor in bringing the society’s work 
te America. -None of the historical 
data retains interest, subjected to the 
comparative presence of that to which 
the history relates. 

At the first glimpse of the startling 
loveliness of the exhibition, all but it 
itself fades away. There is not room 
in one’s mind for more than wonder at 
the success of the event, nor breath 
in one’s mouth for more than ejacula- 
tions of congratulation, appreciation, 
and surprise.

The have been dressed for the 
occasion. ith all qhe skill of Ahat fa- 
mous deviser of dramatic settings, Jo- 
seph Urban, the institute galleries have 
been altered almost beyond recogni- 
tion. Even thg floors are metamor- 
phosed. Instead of plain, uncolored, 
blank spaces on which our noiseless 
footsteps generally fall there is a se 
quence of pattern, here curved, there 
ahaliowed, and there again hollowed 
like the boundary of a bowl. shaded 
in black and gray and putty, that in- 
astantly p ms the \festivity for 
Which we gathered. Something al- 
most circusiike in character rises in 
gray, , joyous mist from the 
floor 


The bra®ado of the circus is hcre. 
The breath of the land-of-things-not-so 
lulls one into an acceptance of the 
Viennese wonders. withdut question. 
For instance, the leather elephant. It 
is brown, carved, enchanting—and 
mysterious. Within its bulk is space 
for love letters; poisons, or magic 
draughts of the elixir of youth. There 
is no logical reason for its existence 
at all, in a practical world, but in this 
land-of-things-not-so there is every rea- 
gon “or its being. ¢ 

The artist who made it said: “If we 
do not practice making beautiful things 
and give people a chance to see them 
there will be no beautiful things for 
any one. 86 I will‘make this elephant 
and send him away and sell him; then 
will I have money for more matérial 
with which to riake other figures of 
beauty.” 

It would be heresy to suggest the 
elephant is not beautiful. The beast 
is handsome in an awkwari way, but 
the workmanship expended on it is be- 
yond words wonderful. The leather 
has been beautifully worked. ‘This is 
a plece of art to be taken into the 
colt bosom of a museum and there 
placed on exhibit ag an example of 
one ef ite kind sufficiency.

Sterett Opens Subdivision. 


John C. Sterett, a resident of Villa 
Park for several years and long activ 
in real estate matters in that com- 
munity and now head of John C 
Sterett & Co., is now opening a new 
subdivision he calla Ardvilla High- 
lands, a name, by the way, we'd sug- 
gest as a better one for the combineu 
towns of Villa Park and Ardmore than 
the present one of Villa Park. 


Mr. Sterett has under construction | 


now between thirty and forty homes 
for buyers, who will move in as fast 
as they are finished. During the next 
two weeks he expects to excavate base- 
ments for fifty more homes and start 
work with the hope of finishing them 
for spring occupancy. Mr. Sterett’s 
lots are mostly in built up sections. 


Elmore to Open Two. 


A neighbor of Mr. Sterett in the 
National Life building, John W. El- 
more & Co., also is planning to open 
two big subdivisions in Villa Park. 

Mr. Elmore will open an office today 
at St. Charles road and Ardmore ave- 
nue and begin selling lots in a 50 acre 
subdivision north of St. Charlies road 
and east of Ardmore avenue. A second 
subdivision of 30 acres will be opened 
south of St. Charles road and a little 
east of the larger subdivision. 

Calls "Em “ Parcels.” 

Mr. Elmore has originated a novel 
term, which will probably become com- 
mon with subdividers. He intends to 
sell his lots in pairs and in some in- 
stances in triplets and call them “ par- 
cels.”” That means if you buy a “ par- 
cel’’ you'll get two 50 foot lots, or a 
piece of ground with 100 feet frontage 
and a depth of 150. “ Parsels” will sell 
at $825 and up. This will include 
water, sidewalks, and graded streets, 
and the cost of planting trees. 

Mr. Sterett also has a novel idea in 
house selling. He intends building a 
model house, close to the Third Rail 
station, which will be completely fur- 
nished from pantry to door mat, and 
prospective buyers may order their 
homes completely furnished if they like 
the model. 


Incorporated Eight Years Ago. 

Villa Park and Ardmore were incor- 
jorated as a village under the name of 
Villa Park eight years ago. It was 
laid out as a subdivision about fifteen 
years ago by the Ballinger & Pottinger 
company. Portions of the subdivision 
later reverted to Henry W. Austin, J. 
Calhoun, W. F. Woodruff, and C. C. 
Heisen, all of whom have been actively 
interested in building up the village. 

The town has a. large fireproof 
graded school. and shares with Elm- 
hurst in the $300,000 York community 
high school. 

The residents do their commuting to 
Chicago via the Third’ Rail, which, by 
the way, is spending vast sums of 
money in new roadbed and equip 
ment. Eventually, the Chicago and 
Northvstern is expected to wake up 
to the fact that it's overlooking sev- 
eral hundred perfectly gbdod fares 
daily and reply to the pétition already 
filed by Villa Park residents and build 
a station. 


Plan New Business Center. 


A new business center is contem- 
plated at the Ardmore avenue and St. 
Charies road intersection, with a new 
state bank as the beginning. At pres- 
ent there are two small groupings of 
stores at the two Third Rail! stations.
